Chi was permitted to go away, but}- 
| was re-arresetd by the Police later 


when investigations had revealed 
the truth of the affair. 

In Court the two men denied 
that they had stolen the money. 

Chan Chi said his only interest 
in the game was that of a police 
officer desirous of, doing his duty. 

Chan Wai said he took part in 
the game, but had been cheated by 
underhand work on the part of 
the banker with the cards. He 
wag seeking to retrieve his stake, 
considering that he had heen 
swindled, when objection was 
taken by the other players, and he 
found himself in a minority in the 
subsequent argument. 

It was revealed by evidence ad- 
duced by the prosecution that he 
had been owing other players 
money and. had not “paid 
up.” The suspicion was voiced 
that he staged the “raid” to secure 
his revenge and at the same time 
to recoup himself of what little 
money he had actually lost to the 
others in previous games. 

Mr. A, E. Hall and Mr. FP. X. 
d'Almada, Jnr, were for the de- 
fence. After hearing their «sub- 
missions that the charge was a 
trumped-up one, the Magistrate 
said he believed the story of the 
two women. He sentenced Chan 
Wai to two months’ hard labour

A SUGGESTED BAN ON 
OOREIGN COINS. 

Important decisions by the Cni- 
nese General Chamber, of . Com- 
meree regarding the currency pro- 
blem to be submitted to the 
Curreney FCommission for 
consideration, were reached on 
Thursday afternoon ata special 
meeting at the Chinese Chamber, 

Mr, Li Yick-mui, the Chairman, 
was supported by the 'Vice-Chait- 
man, Mr. Chau Yue-teng.and Mr. 
Chan Heung-pak, the Seer¢gtary. 

The Secretary explained that he 
had received a letter from the 
Currency Commigsion _ requesting 
the Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce to give their views on 
a serics of questions relating ‘to 
the currency, problem. 

Mr. Ghan Heung-pak announced 
that the first question to be con- 
sidered was whether the present 
currency wag the most advantage- 
ous for the purposes of the trade 
ofthe Colony. “Mr. Ip Lan-chuen, 
commenting on this, said that as 
the Colony was using the - silver 
,slindard which was the same 
standard used by Shanghai and 
Canton, it would be detrimental to 
loval trade to use any other ox- 
change, If they did then tae 


it more profitable to order their 
; goods from Shanghai which used 
(he same money standard as Can- 
ton, 


Small Traders Suffer. 


In connexion with the silver 
standard, the opinions of members 
in the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce differed. There were many 
complaints about the big dollars 
used in the Colony. 

Mr, Li Yau-tsun, C.B.E., who 
was formerly the Chairman of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce, 
said that the big dollars were hav- 
ing a bad effect on small traders 
and Chinese street hawkers. Mr. 
Li pointed out that the majority 
of the hawkers were doing only a 
few dollars’ business a day. Now. 
adays they were forced by their 
customers to accept Mexican dol- 
lars at their full yalue, When 
producing the same dollar te 
money changers or native bank, 
the hawkers only obtained some- 
thing like ninety conts or at the 
most ninety-five cents, The small 
traders and hawkers’ were being 
heavily hit. 

The Secretary announced that 
he had received a‘letter from tne 
Chinese Fish and Vegetable 
Sellers' Aasociation complaining 
of the Mexican dollars, say- 
ing that by having to accept 
these, they were suffering a loss 
of about $6 to $7 in every $100 
worth of business done. 

Mr. Chan Pak-chuen mentioned 
that in their daily routine the 
Num Pak Hong firms were accept- 
ing a few thousand dollars of big 
dollars daily. Mr. Chan estimated 
that apart from the many incon- 
veniences met with in ‘fereign 
banks concerning these dollars, 
his firm had to suffer a loss of 
abuut $16 by tendering $1,000 for 
exchange purposes, $16 4 day 
came to $480 a month, and by the 
time the end of the year was 
reached the management of the 
firm found they had suffered a 
very blz loss. 

The Rice Firma, 


Further criticising the silver 
dollar, Mr. Chan said that since 
the adoption of the silver stand- 
ard, the Chinese rice firms im- 
porting rice for exportation, from 
pluces using the ‘gold standard, 
suffered considerably. Some of

Mr. Chan 
said that by using Mexican dol- 
tars, individuals iost about ten 
cents a day on @xchange, which 
cume to about $100,000 in a day 
for the whole population. 

Mr. Li Hoi-tung said that it 
was obvious that there were far 
too many dollars in Hongkong 
than were necessary‘ and some 
means should be ‘found to check 
importation, 


What the P.O. Does. 


Two members commented on the 
fact that while it was officially an- 
nounced the Government: was ua- 


ing the silver standard they found’ 


on. producing a Mexican dollar at 
the Post Office it way rejected as 
not representing a full dollar's 


rvalue. 


' After a lengthy discussion, the 
meeting decided that the present 
currency is not detrimental to the 
trade of the Colony. The motion 
was proposed by Mr. Ip Lan-chuen 
and passed unanimously. 


The other suggestions, mention- 
ed earlier, to be submitted for the 
consideration of the Currency 
Commission, were also passed. 
The meeting decided to elect Mr 
Li Koon-chun to represent the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce to 
report to the Currency Committee 
on the discussion and to put be- 
fore the Commission the views of 
the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The Chairman said that as the 
mecting had expressed the view 
that the silver currency was satis- 
factory, there was no need to pro- 
ceed with the second and third 
questions set forth by the Cur- 
rency Committee 

The meeting made no comments 
on the last two questions of the 
Currency Committee relating .to 
the linking of the currency with 
silver and the contemplated stabi 
lization of the dollar.

A system of brake operation for 
motor yehicles that is likely to} . 
prove of considerable value to]: 
motor engineers is.the invention 
of two electrical engineers in 
Birmingham, 


The new system is simple and 
is worked by electric power from 
the battery of the car. It can be 
used ‘as an additional means of 
applying -the existing brakes, and: 
it leaves the hands free for steer- 
ing. Any desired degree of pres- 
sure can be controlled by the 
driver through an easily operated’ 
ring on the steering wheel, and the 
brakes. may be jammed on -sud- 
denly, of applied ‘more gently than 
is possible ‘with pedal control. In 
addition, it can be switched off 
leaving the brakes under the usual 
controls. The device may be 
used on either-hand or foot brake 
or both. 7 


- The current from the battery is 
led to an electric magnet through 
a series of resistances operated by 
the control ring. The resistances 
reyulate the amount of attraction 
the magnet which in turn 
uperates on a lever on the brake 
cross shaft and transmits the 
braking power to the brake shoes. 


The system absorbs very little 
eurrent and ig in no way a strain 
on the battery. Tested on a 12 
horse-power car all four brakes 
were applied fully by less than] 
20 amperes from a 12 volt battery, 
which is only a little more than 
the consumption of the lights.

At the present rate 
of progress tho new factory will 
be producing cam in two yeara' 
time, and‘employing thousands of 
men. x 
There are many reasons why the 
new Ford factory is of more than 
usual interest to the average man. 
It represents, beyond question, tha 
most {mportant industrial develop- 
ment that has occurred in England 
during recent yeors.

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countries. of the world, for the 
output of the Ford plant — will ‘be 
more than.the total production of 
ears in England at tho present 
time. This output will supply, not 
only the home market, but the 
great demand from overseas, It 
will provide well-paid work for 
thousands of men, and indirectly 
will mean increased ‘omployment in 
scores of allicd! trades. ‘ 

The factorics will also be of 
unusual interest .in themselves, 
both on account of their modern 
equipment, much of which {s 
duplicated ‘nowhere outside the 
Ford organization, and their com- 
pleteness. Practically every 
operation from the raw material 
stage to the finishing of the com- 
plete car will be. carried out in 


the blast. furnances, foundries, 
manufacturing and assembly 
shops. 


To watch: a factory of these 
dimensions rising on what was 
formerly neglected land abounds 
with interest, even for the visitor 
who knows little of the problems 
involved. Practically everything 
ig being done on a gigantic scale, 
and the engincers talk of thou- 
sands where ordinarily they would 
calculate in hundreds, 

Not the least interesting feature 
of the plant is one that most people 
will never see—the foundations. 
The factory buildings themselves, 
which will lic one behind the other 
on the bank of the Thames, really 
stand on gigantic piles, each’ one 
of reinforced concrete, and higher 
thin the average house.

In addition to subsidary buildings, 
auch ‘as the office block, the power 
house, and go on, there.are three 
main buildings—the assembly 
shop, the manufacturing shop and 
the foundry.

The latter run from the railway 
right into the factory, 

At the end of last ‘year, . when 
the erection of the steel-work was 
on the point of beginning, over 700 
men were employed by the various 
contractors, and the number has 
increased very greatly since work 
began on the buildings. Most of 
the men are local, and as far aa 
possible preference has been given 
to those who were without jobs, 
all men being engaged through the 
local Employment Bureau. 

“When itis finished’. the new 
plant will be admirably situated 
for production on the big .scale

site are equally apparent when it 
ig remembered that a large share 
of the factory’s qutput will be ex- 
ported.

Besides having bad° effects. on 
the “eyes, exhaust fumes are 
noxious and a menace to health. 
The campaign has spread to other 
American cities, and drivers who 
do not prevent their engines from 
ejecting smoke will be prohibited 
from using their cars until the 
nuisance is obviated. ‘ 

It ig pointed out by the traffic 
authorities that besides being 
dangerous ‘and unpleasant, a 
smaky exhaust is ‘costly, as ‘it is 
an indication. that the motor is. not 
getting the full use of the petrol, 
or else is burning oil unduly. The 
condition, in some cases, can be 
rectified by small adjustments to 
the ‘valves ond’ carburettor, 
though, in many instances, it is 
necessary to fit new piston rings 
and, even to rebore the cylinders.
